Attorneys for the family of 21-year-old Dreasjon 
Reed say they have new evidence that an Indianapo- 
lis Metropolitan Police Department of- 
ficer fatally shot Reed in the back after 
he fell to the ground from a stun gun. 

The evidence is a video, which ap- 
peared to be recorded in the moments 
following following Reed’s death on 
May 6, that attorneys shared with In- 
Reed dyStar columnist Suzette Hackney. 

The video does not capture the shoot- 
ing but records the voices of three women describing 
what they say they had witnessed while driving near 
the area of W. 62nd Street and Michigan Road. 

“They killed this man for no reason. Shot this man

Video calls

An eyewitness video obtained by attorneys repre- 
senting Dreasjon Reed, a man fatally shot by an Indi- 
anapolis Metropolitan Police Department officer last 
month, purports that Reed was tased, and then shot 
in the back after running from officers. 

It does not show the incident or any footage of 
Reed or police.
